lds that it can hardly be believed ‘tat this day and in 
this city’? (Melbourne) that any woman may attend a con 
finement for payment and act as a midwife without having 
the slightest training, or possessing any idea of the neces 
ity for surgical cleanliness in her work. The report 
further insists upon the proper training and subsequent 
examination and registration of all women who are to act as 
obstetric nurses or midwives, this being one of the very first 
steps in the prevention of puerperal sepsis, and declares its 
onviction of the necessity of an Act of Parliament on th 
lines of the English Act or the New Zealand Act, making 
it a penal for uncertified women to act as mid 
es. Finally, the report recommends that another sub 
ommittee be appointed to thoroughly go into this question

Disease sprang from various sources; among 
ame from luxury, sloth, excess of pleasure; 
poor it had its origin in drink, foul air, dirt, 
und stress of poverty If the people were convinced of 
the evil of these things they would seek to remedy then

The earliest ideas of the causes of disease were that they 
were brought about by spells of the evil one, and one of 
the many amusing cases Dr. Cheadle quoted was that of 
the dancing mania which broke out in the Netherlands in 
the middle ages.

In our own country disease was attri 
buted to witches, and many thousands of poor old women 
vere drowned, hanged, or burned on account of this 
superstition. The Mosaic law which imposed cleanliness 
m the Jews very often exempted these people from the 
epidemics, and hence suspicion fell on them as being the 
iuse of them, and they suffered death. It was in 17/22 
that the last witch, an insane old woman, suffered death
